' Dealing With Strikers. 

The case of a resident of Kowloon’ 
who prosecuted .a house coolie 
yesterday for leaving _ without 
notice, recalls the other prosecu- 
tions which have been brought in 
the marine court against seamen 
who -refusdd to work. In'all these 

cases’ the men’ have been treated |. 
as..they would. be in normal times, 
and have been punished according 
ly... Most employers are perhaps 
inclined to lose sight 6f the’ fact 
that the strikers have broken the 
law, and are actually Tiable to 
punishment, under the ordinary 
criminal code of the Colony. While 
few'might-care to treat a returning 
striker as a criminal and-have him 
immediately Haled before a magis- 
trate, the power thatthe law allows 
might: usefully be borne in mind in 
cases where men are “striking” in 
order to obtain better-paid) ‘work 
elsewhere, or where strikers, return, 
not to resume. work, but merely to 
claim what they consider are thelr 
dune’ wages.
